Ths Lsckausaas Railroad Company 
recently made an extensive addition to 
Its property bolding. In this town by 
purabaalag a part of lbs Weteeeelng 
Ltke property. Thin latest purchase 
gives lbs oo at party a Urge tract of land 
south of Conger street east of the 
trsoks. Burvsyora from tte engineer¬ 
ing department of the railroad company 
bars recently been doing considerable 
surveying at that point. 

President Hutpben of tbs Board of 
Trade, at tbs meeting of that body last 
week, made a statement that explains 
the purpose of tbs company's real 
estate purchase, and the activity of the 
engineering department. Mr. butpbeu 
said that hi. Information came from 
President Trueedaie direct, and uaa 
part of a conversation relative to im¬ 
provements In this town by tbe Lacka¬ 
wanna Company. The company |r>- 
poeee to Oil In tbe land on wblcb the 
coal trestle now stands and establish 
a freight yard south of Conger street. 
The preeent freight station opposite tbe 
passenger depot will be abandoned and 
a large freight bouse erected In tbe new 
yard, beveial aide tracks wiU be run 
Into lbs new yard. Tbs coal trealla 
WIU uot be abandoned, but will tie 
moved farther eastward towards Beeond 
River. 

The large amount of dirt that will be 
necessary for this extensive Oiling will 
be brought from Roasailla, where a deep 
depression of tbe railroad tracks la now 
being carried out. 

Tbs freight bualaaaa on tbs Bloom- 
Bald breach of tbs Lackawanna baa In¬ 
creased enormously of lata years aad tbs 
preeent facilities for taking cars of tba 
bualnaaa are Inadequate. Tba freight 
bus'ness of three stations la concentrated 
at Glen wood avenue station and with 
tba Increase In tbe number of factories 


A leige force of a«u are at work on 
tba extension uf tba Whlppuny River 
Railroad from Wblppaay to Essex FelU. 
at wblnb latter place connection will be 
made with tbe Caldwell branch of tbe 
Greenwood Lake Railroad, a part of tbe 
E<la Railroad system. Richard Mc- 
Eweo, who la building the extension, 
la prosecuting tbe work with nil possi¬ 
ble dispatch and expects to have It 
completed la tbe course of n few 
months, notwithstanding tba fact that 
two bridges will have to be built, ooe 
across tbe Whlppany sod tba other over 
tbe Paaaalc River, and the further fact 
that not a little of the new right-of-way 
la over low, maraby ground, entailing 
considerable additional labor. A good 
part of tbe roadbed from Wbfppeny to 
Hanover Neck Is already completed. 

While tbe extension Is being built by 
Mr. McEwen, and, like tbe Wblppany 
River Railroad, will be owoed by him, 
there la considerable speculation .** to 
tbe part tba extension wITl play’ In 
rallrond affairs. It certainly will open 
up new teirltory for tl •* Erie Railroad. 


Gouoollman Moore, Chairman of tba 
Legal and Franchise Committee of tbe 
Town Council, mads an Interesting re¬ 
port Monday nlgbt on tbe subject of 
street ratlwaya.
